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Remarks 

In the official action, the Examiner rejects claims 1-6, 12-19 and 25 under 35 U.S.C. 102 as 
being anticipated by US Patent No. 6,426,722 to Sievenpiper, et al. 

Claims 1 and 13 have been amended to more clearly differentiate them from 
Sievenpiper. Claim 1 now recites that the antenna driving element is "disposed adjacent 
the opening in the conductive plane on a side of the conductive plane which is remote 
from said array of conductive elements/ 7 As shown in Figures 2b, 2c and 2e of the 
present application, the antenna driving element is disposed on a side of the conductive 
plane that is opposite (remote) from the side which is adjacent the array of conductive 
elements 12. In Sievenpiper '722, the antennas shown in Figures 8a and 8b cited by the 
Examiner are disposed on the same side of the conductive plane as are the conductive 
elements 12. 

The Examiner is thanked for the indication of allowable subject matter in terms of 
claims 7-11 and 20-24. The Examiner will note that claims 7 and 20 have been converted 
from dependent claims to independent claims. While the breadth of those two claims 
have been broadened in making the amendment from dependent to independent 
format, the same novelty conferring features added by claims 7 and 20 are still found in 
those respective claims. 

New claim 26 is similar to original claim 1, but instead of reciting an antenna driving 
element, claim 26 recites instead a waveguide. Similarly, new claim 36 is similar to 
original claim 13, but instead of reciting "an antenna driving element", new claim 36 
recites instead a "waveguide."
